It’s not easy to accumulate a hundred points in a track meet—unless the oppo- 
nent is Orange Coast. Last year the Wardmen topped the Pirates 12014 to 10%. This 
season the Dons weren’t so greedy, gobbling up only 100 1-3 of the possible 131 in their 
Friday meet on the Coast track. 

Parker Damon, Bill Swisshelm, and Charlie Neal led the Don pointmakers. Da- 
mon took firsts in the Pole Vault and Javelin events to raise his total for three meets to 


28 .points. He crossed the bar at 
12’ 6”, his highest in meet com- 
petition thus far. 


A 9.8 in the 100 Yard Dash and 
a 21.4 in the 220 was recorded by 
Swisshelm for first in each of 


those events. His total now stands 
at 27 points. Neal just missed the 
22’ mark in the Broad Jump and 
_Tan the 120 High Hurdles in 15.5 
to capture two firsts, then added 
another point with a third in the 
220 Low Hurdles. 


With the exception of the Dis- 
cus, the Dons captured firsts in 
every event. And of the fifteen 
events, they made a complete 
sweep of five. Pierson Conradt 
and Mike Trainor finished second 
and third in the 100. Burritt 
Galloway and Abe Peralta follow- 
ed Tom Noll in the 880. Ron Con- 
treras and Conradt followed 
Swisshelm in the 220. Jon Winter 
and Neal followed Trainor in the 
220 Lows. And the combination 
of Noll, Contreras, Lee Mathews, 
and Jim Giyer won the Mile Relay 
in 3:25.7. 


Tom Frazier ran a 4:43.3 Mile, 
Mathews a 50.6 440, and Orlan 
Grunklee outran the Pirates in the 
Two Mile for other firsts in the 
track events. In field events; Larry 
Holcombe heaved the Shot 47’ 
5 144”, and Roy Gray’s 5’ 10” in 
the High Jump wasn’t tied this 
time. 

The Santa Ana track will be 
given a workout this afternoon at 
3:00 when the Dons meet the San 
Bernardino Indians in the fourth 
league meet for the Wardmen and 
third for the Indians. Last week 
Fullerton outscored the Warriors 
16-55. The only mark the Berdoo 
club. made in this meet that the 
Dons may have trouble topping is 
a 6’ High Jump.
